Matrimonial advert iacmeota are be- 
coming moru and more common in tbe 
country. One wouM anppose that tlmj 
are found to succeed, otborttriso Uioir 
number would not increase as It does. 
It la not always, however, tbai adver- 
t'scmcDU aticojod. Tho following In aa 
instance of a contrary roault: 

"Tho roiildlo-agod widower wbo ad- 
vertised throe weeks' ago ia skill a candi- 
date for matrimony. Many letters are 
missing by not girlug explicit and 
proper dircctiona." How aad!-ki $kll 
a cnndidaUi for matrimony! Did he, 
purhapa, confess to ••inoumbranooa" 1n 
his provlous ailycrtiaemont, or is It be- 
oauao be ia middle agud and a widower 
that be has not been appreciated Id tbe 
oourao of thrco wholo we%ksf And he 
laevl.li ntly such an unsuspe ting, aim- 
]ilo-minded. IruaUtil man. Somo men 
woifM hnvo thought that If no letter 
canio no loiters bad been written; but 
not so the mhldlo-agiHl widower. He, 
on the oontniry, is lull of faith. Ho is 
sure that many ladies have written; 
they must have used a wrong address. 
Is it yet too late for ua to point out to 
the fair sox how invaluable a husband 
with auoh ready cvphmatory theories 
would be to ladies who love liberty? 
The middle-aged widower does not de- 
servo to be disappointed; but we can 
scarcely hold the samo v.ow of a mid- 
dlo-agod l.nlv's case: 

"A lady of middle age, with no gen- 
tleman uojuaintancca. would like to 
form an acquaintance with a gentle- 
man— from middle age to aixty— with a 
vluw to matrimony."

On 
the othoi hand, men front forty to fifty 
will not allow that they are middle- 
aged, thoy leave Uiat for follows of six- 
tv. Horo is a proposal whose full beau- 
ties does not come out on a mere our- 
aory glance. 

"A gentleman of medium age and a 
good mercantile business desires the ac- 
quaintance of a lady, from twenty-live 
to forty years of age, for a wife. His 
lady acquaintance in the city, very lim- 
it.-.!, ia of a retiring, modest disposi- 
tion." ' Observe the delicacy of the gen- 
t Ionian of middle age. He does not ad- 
dress himself to principals, but to 
friends of principals. He want* as a 
wife tho acquaintance of a lady from 
twenty-live to forty years of age. How 
old tho wlahod-for wife ia to be be does 
not say, nor yet why her friend should 
be from twenty - live to forty yoars of 
age. Hi- second sentence, too, la am- 
biguous: "His lady acquaintance in 
this city, very limited, I', of a retiring, 
modest disposition." Possibly it em- 
bodies a complaint, end. if so, It ii un- 
wise, for It casts a reS'sction npon his 
readers. It amounts to staying that ho 
can not got on with the retiring and 
modost ladies, and so seeks for a wife 
among that oppoaite class which adver- 
tises or answers advertisements. 

What does a "middle-aged gentle- 
man" mean who "desires Iho acquaint- 
ance of a poor young lady," and adds 
in parenthesis, "an orphan preferred?" 
Can it be that he objeots to the idea of 
a mother-in-law ? or is* It that there ia 
somothing wrong about him whioh 
a natural . protector could find 
our On tho other hand. It 
may be that he is so delioient 
In personal attractions— about which 
Tory little is said in these advertise- 
ments, and as compared with income 
that he thinks he will have a better 
chance with tho "poor and helpless" 
class. "A bashful young" man does 
not look for an orphan, he confesses 
that "a protty foot is his passion," in 
connection with "fiaxon hair and blue 
eyes," not knowing, perhaps, in his 
bash (ulness, that these three excellences 
are t are. "A young soldier" is not so 
bashful as the "bashful yonng man." 
He wanders through involved sontoncea 
with much confusion of first and third 
person, and at last, fooling that he has 
rather made a mess of it, bursts out in 
plain English: 

" I am quito anxious to marry. If I 
can lind some one suited to my mind, 
in about one year hence, when my term 
of servloo expires. None but those who 
aro sincerely disposed to look this mat- 
ter square in tho face need reply." The 
military profession brings us to two ad- 
vertisements, which appear next eaoh 
other in the columns of a Western 
paper. 

"Three young gentlemen, now serv- 
ing in the United Mates Artillery, whose 
terms of servioo will shortly oxplre, aro 
desirous of opening a correspondence 
with a few young ladies with a view lo 
matrimony. Address in sincerity, with 
carte do visite, If agreeable, XXB." 

•• Throe young ladies, interested in 
gallant soldiers, wish to open oorre- 
spoodeuco with any who lack lady 
friends at homo. Wo have albums in 
which to store aueh photographs aa w* 
ma. receive." 



» With cart* de visite, if agreeable, " 
Is ambiguous. Is it but to say, in other 
words: "If yon aro ugly don't send 
your pioturnsr" But that little diffi- 
culty sinks into inaignilicance in the 
pie, once of the awful Idea— what would 
tbe ladie.s have done if they themselves 
bad been four or tho young gentlemen 
twoP How could they over have de- 
cided which of the sisterhood should re- 
tire from the ootnpotit'ouP 

In connection with matrimonial 
questions, some papers announce the 
most wonderful fuats of elairvoyanoo 
and astrology, one lady, however, de- 
claring that "clairvoyance has nothing 
to do with astrology, and thme pro- 
fessed astrologisls who advertise as 
olairvoyanls aro arrant, impostors." 
Horo Is a speoimon: 

" Astonishing! Madame M., seventh 
da ightor, has foresight to tell how soon 
and now often you marry, and all you 
wish to know, oven your thoughts, or 
n > pay; twenty-five cents. Uontlemon 
not admitted. " 

Now, "gentlemen not admitted" is * 
a libel on the fair sox. It means to say 
that it won't do to let men into tbe se- 
cret* of the future which matrimony 
will reveal. Madame M. has a great 
pull upon other astrolog sts in this fact 
that she is a teventti daughter, but e, en 
here she is cut out by Madatuo 7., w*p 
Is "the groat seventh daughter," still 
Madame S, who can not command 
such a wetrd pedigree, is nothing 
daunted by the claims of her rivals and 
with great courage opens lire as fol- 
low.-:

Wear and Tear of Gold. 

Tho annual loss of gold by attrition, 
shipwreck, fires, clc. , is very small, not 
quite two tons, or £280,000. According 
to Jovons, geld coin loses two percenL 
in one hundred years— that is, £1-40,000 
per annum on the actual amount, £796,- 
000,000. The loss by shipwreck oan 
not possibly be higher than one-sixth 
of tho ratio of loss in sua borne mcr- 
chandiso^ay £i for every £1,000 
shipped, and as the quantity of sea 
borne gold in 1871-80 averaged £50,- 
400,000 per annum, the loss by ship- 
wreck would bo £101.000. If we allow 
£32,000 for loss by tires, we make up a 
total wear and tear of £380,000 or two 
tons, the existing stock being a trifle 
under 11,000 tons. MoCtuioch used to 
reckon for jewelers, loss, wear and 
tear, etc., about I per cent, which 
would bo nearly £4,000,000 a year of 
our present stock. — Contemporary Re. 
ttei0. 



TORNADOES. 

The Beialt ol Bight Yean' Inveatlcatloa 
By a Signal Servlee oncer. 

Lieutenant John P Finley, of the 
Signal Corps, has been studying the 
phenomena ol tornadoes for tbe past 
eight years. Tornadoes are now so 

well understood that it s believed that 
trustworthy warning can soon be sent 
out to the localities threatened. In fact, 
experimental predictions have been 
made for a year, with good result. Ac- 
cording o Lieutenant Finl w. tornadoes 
have distinctly marked characteristics 
aud are by no means to be confounded 
with hurnoaa s, "blizzard--," cyclo.its 
or northeasters. Their tracks are never 
more than a few hundred yarda wide, 
l heir i otary motion, which is greatest 
toward tbe center, oinetlmes reachea 
the anonious rate of 2,000 miles an 
hour, while thoi forward movement, 
nlw iys from southwest to northwest, 
o :• iinarily do ■ not exceed forty or fifty 
miles. Thoy are usually unacounipa • 
led by electrical disturbances and are 
believed to be uninfluenced by electrical 
conditions, though violent thunder- 
storms sometimes follow them a few 
miles away. 

There is a distinct and curious rela- 
tionship between the tornado and the 
general storm center, which is always 
apparent in their uniform relative po- 
sitions, the tornado alwaya occurring 
southeast wardl v from the center of low - 
barometrio pressure, and at a 'distance 
of from one to six hundred miles. The 
shape of the general storm center, the 
direction in which its lowest barometer 
Ilea aud the appearance of tbe upper 
and lowor clouds enter aa minor elo- 
menta into tbe problem out of which 
tho weather experts hope to work a 
complete system of tornado warnings. 
Tbe visits of tbe tornado are common- 
ly between the hours of two and six 
o'clock in the afternoon. Its home is 
an area whioh includes tbe whole of 
Iowa, all of Missouri, *>cept the south- 
eastern corner, the northwestern corner 
of Arkansas, tho northeastern part of 
tho Indian Territory, Eastern Kansas, 
Eastern Nebraska, Southern Minne- 
sota, Southern Wisconsin and Western 
Illinois. Here its season extends from 
April to August inclusive. It is also a 
frequent visitor to two other regions. 
Those are, lirst, a strip along 
the Gulf and South Atlantic coasts, 
which takes in tho central portions of 
Alabama, Georgia and South Carolina, 
with termini in Mississippi and North 
Carolina, aver which Its devastations 
are confined tn the months of January, 
February and March. Tho second in- 
cludes a porliou of Southern and Cen- 
tral Ohio, a large portion of Pennsylvv 
nia. a small area in Maryland, a strip 
across Now York and a corner of eaoh 
of Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
where it is in seaion only during Au- 
gust and September. 

Tho conditions which are 'i avorablo 
to the creation of tornadoes are present 
when a cool, dry current of air meets a 
warm, moist current, bringing wide ex- 
tremes both of temperature and hu- 
midity Into close proximity. Tbe cool, 
dry currents come from tho north, but 
such as How over the Great Lakes pick 
up in their course both moisture and 
heat and their destructive forces are 
thus neutralized. Those blowing from 
the Northwest, down over the dry 
plains of Manitoba and Dakota, carry 
something of tbolr Arctio character- 
istics far South, and if in tholr course 
they meet one of the heat 
ana vapor, laden breezes com- 
ing vp from tho Gulf the war 
of tho oloments begins at the point of 
contact. The storm alwaya has its 
birth in the upper air its first visible 
manifestation being tho ominous fun- 
nol-iunpod olotid, whoso pendant trunk 
is in form not unlike that of an ele- 
phant Witbln it tho furies are confined, 
and when and whore its point touches 
tho earth tho path of destruction be- 
gins. When the isothorm of the morn- 
ing signal map shows the advaneing 
columns of air, with their wide con- 
trasts of temperature, In proximity; 
whon the general storm center Is In 
that relative position which seems 
necessary to tho exeroise of its myste- 
rious influence; when the pressure is 
low toward the oast, disclosing a 
vacuum into whioh the deflected cur- 
rents may advance without obstruc- 
tion— whon all these conditions combine 
it should become but a simple problem 
for the experts to determine with rea- 
sonable probability from the wind ve- 
locities whether the threatening line ol 
contact will have advanced to or beyond 
the tornado's accustomed haunts by the 
lime of day when the powers of mia- 
chief shall ho\ooaa&.-WashinglQn Cor.

That Oiten Mean Kothlng- 
rnrely Formal Begueita.

8TUDENTS' DUELS. 

DUgraoetal Battlee geen by an RnglUh. 
man at a German University Town. 

Having received an invitation to be 
present at a scries of duels about to bo 
fought one afternoon In July at Wurz- 
burg, I arove with my friend, a studont 
of former days, a distance of about 
three miles from tho city, whon wo 
alighted and tho fiacre was discharged. 
Although such meetings were an open 
secret, all concerned used their best en- 
deavors to throw the police off tho 
scent. We walked along tho high road 
for about half a mile, and then struck 
into a thicklsh wood, proceeded some 
six hundred or sevea hundred yards, 
passoi one of the many student seoti- 
nols posted at certain distances on van- 
tage ground, and one hundred yarda be- 
yond thu redc«« we came to a clear lev- 
el space well sheltered from the heat of 
the sun— it woe now 2:30 p. m.— by ti e 
tall overhanging trees in full leaf, where 
a number of y,oung men were assem- 
bled. I. was here Introduced to the 
senior student, a man of ma'.nre years, 
who. after telling mo that he had 
fought ninety-four duels, oxplnined iho 
nature of tho proceedings about to take 
place, which ho was to direct, assisted 
by certain umpires. I was the only 
stranger present On tho ground wore, 
two small casks of beer, a th'rd con- 
taining water, a diminutive camp table 
upon which were spread numerous 
bandages, some lint plasters, and sun- 
dry medicaments, ami a eamp stool, 
The students shook hands with each 
other in a friendly way, smoked tholr 
pipe*, and conversed in an undertone 
until a muster roll was called, to which 
twenty-four replied. 

The business of tbe meeting thea 
commenced. Tho names of two stu- 
dents of different universities being 
called, thoy prepared for combat by re- 
moving their bat-., coats, waistcoats, 
collars and ties, and protect' ng their 
nocks, breasts, arms and thighs with 
stout pads, and thoir e*-es with stout 
metal spcctaolos, whicli also cover the 
temples, thoir beads and faces being 
otherwise wholly exposed. Having 
shaken hands, tno combatants set to 
slashing at each other with all tho skill 
of which they were masters, tho seconds 
promptly interfering at the smallest ex- 
hibition of temper or passion. The 
surgeon in attendance had no easy 
berth, blood gush ng forth on both 
sides, three, four, five times, until ono 
or the other gave in. 

The antagonists seemed fairly 
matched, except in ono encounter, 
when a lad of sixteen or seventeen 
years, a novice, was pitted against a 
man of double his age. Tho toy's 
blood flowed freely, his faco and head 
being backed until both were complete- 
ly covered with bandages, he mean- 
whilo refusing to lower his sword, until 
it at last fairly dropped out of his baud 
Ho was then led off and seated on the 
grass, whon he immediately called for 
his pipe "That youth, whispered 
my friend, " will be in a state of high 
feier to-night; ho will bavo to koep his 
bod for tho noxt three or four weeks, 
and he may oven succumb to tho effects 
of his wounds." This chanced to be 
the third encounter, and 1 turned away 
sick at heart and would have taken my 
leave but I was asked not to go until 
tho end. 

Thus wore fought twelve duels. I 
hurried away so soou as I obtainod 
permission, and my friend and I re- 
turned to town on foot, having kept 
tho wood the greater part of the way. 
There was no bantering or chuffing 
during tho proceedings, which were 
conducted in a most orderly manner, 
boor being liberally passed to those 
who asked for it, some of whom, it 
struck mo, must have been uncommon- 
ly thirsty. 

One feature la worth special mention. 
Like most young men, many students 
wore accompanied by their doga, and 
before any swords were crossed these 
animals were firmly chained to the 
smaller trees around. Upon inquiring 
the reason, I was told that Instances of 
the nose of a combatant being sliced 
off wore sufficiently frequent to neces- 
sitate such a precaution, for that mem- 
ber of the faco had sometimes disap- 
peared whon dogs were lose, and 
this to the permanent disfigurement 
of the wounded man; whereas, if the 
nasal organ were Instantly picked up, 
it was restored to Its placo by tbe sur- 
geon. The swords used were of the 
length of an ordinary foil, the blades 
being, narrow, flexible and keen-edged. 

Now, the strangest part of tho story 
is this, that these sickening fights were 
not tho conseuuonce of any bona fide 
insult offered by one univorsky to tho 
other. When students were dull and 
diversion was needed, a studont would 
go up to the studont of somo other uni- 
versity and call him a Schnfskoyf, or 
say "rVo, Dn bat ein dummer Junge!" 
This was at onoo resonted by the raettlo 
and skill of each university being put to 
test by recourse to the baneful encount- 
ers I havo described. The samo night 
I attended at a Kneipe or boor-bouse, 
where somo fifty or sixty youths sat af 
a long table, with huge Schopien in 
front of them filled with bcor. In the 
ehair was tho senior stud -nt. but none 
of those who had been engaged wore 

firesent. I sat from nine to eleven 
istenlng to some very protty and In- 
spiring songs, snug in chorus, Iho ra- 
pidity with which the .SV/iop/e» wore 
cmptiod and refilled being inconceiv- 
able.— Captain J. U. Telftr, li- H.,in 
London 'J\met..

A BIG TORTOISE. 

The Monster Kea-Tortle Pound In Kansas, 
and How It Came There. 

RThe discovororof the gigantio extinct 
sea-turtle found near Fort Wallace, In 
Western Kansas, lirst observed the large 
bony shkxds projecting from a blufl 
near Bulto Creek. They were carefully 
taken out and brought to Philadelphia, 
whore tho restoration was made. The 
fore-flippcra alone were nearly five foot 
long, whilo its expanse from the tip o! 
one oxtondo.1 flipper to another was 
about a •vent-mi foot. Tho qucation 
may arise, how did this soit-turtlo be- 
come buried in a bluff in the State of 
Kansas? A natural supposition would 
bo that Kansas is tho bod of a former 
ocean, and so it is. Ages ago, In what 
is called by geologists the Cretaceous 
Period, that part of the world was tho 
bod of a grout sea, in which tho great 
turtle swam, together with other mon- 
sters of curious shape and appearance. 
Gradually the crust of tho oarth was 
rased, the water fell bock, or became 
Inclosed, and Vift the inhabitants of the 
Cretaceous Sea high and dry, to be cov- 
ered by tho oartli and preserved for us 
lo study ages afterward. 

Tho shores of this ancient ocean aro 
easily found and followed by geologists, 
its extent has boon traced on our West- 
ern plains by the bleaching and disin- 
tegrating remains that havo been found, 
upon and beneath tho surface. — CWici 
t\td*rkk llolder. in St. HvskoUu.

IS IT COLD? 
Opinions of leading Citizens. 

On last Saturday morning a vaguo 
rumor reached this city that theio 
had been a change iu tiie weather. 
As tho writer cume down town to his 
olllco at an early hour he waa slopped 
by almost overy person he met and 
the startling information given to 
him that Ihe weather was cold. Hav- 
iug his attention called to the matter 
he consulted his silver watch and was 
surprised to see that it marked 10 
degrees below zero and it was not 
very quicksilver at that. This led 
him to beliove that thcro was some 
foundation for tho report, but tho 
South Kentuckian ia nothing if not 
'••liable and a representative was sent 
out to interview somo of tho leading 
citizens and got at tho facts in the 
caso. The result of the interview is 
given below : 

Col. J. O. Cooper said ho had heard 
the report and was inclined to belicvo 
it was true. He was not fully satis 
Uod however, and didn't wish to as 
•am* responsibility for the truth 
tho statement. 

Col. Tobo Hurt was positive that 
tho report was true. Mo said that he 
had boon left by the traiu, and it was 
a vory cold day when ho got loft. 

Col. It B. Withers had hoard tho 
report but believed it was started by 
Col. Cooper and consequently didn't 
put much faith iu it. 

Col. J. M. Howe said it was not 
only cold but as a matter of fact it 
was very cold. He showed the re 
porter a $12 thcrmometor that ludi 
cated 10 degreca below zero and said 
that his instrument knew more about 
Ihe weather than old man Signal Sor 
vice himself. 

Col. John Day believed that tho re- 
port was started by the coal men and 
that au Investigation would prove 
conclusively that the weather was 
very plcasanl. 

Col. Willis Perry said he had nev- 
er seen a finer spell of weather, but 
ho had heard the rumor and be- 
lieved it was started by somebody 
who wanted to Injun bis Ico factory. 

Col. It. M. Anderson -was inclined 
to believe the report, as there had 
suddenly been an increased demand 
for insido overcoats. 

Col. Andrew Scargent was satis 
fled that there had been a change iu 
the weather and gavo his scientific 
opinion that thcro would bo no dau 
gcr from sun-strokes for tho next 
forty-eight hours. 

Col. C. A. Thompson was found 
figuring up how much his loss would 
be on thirteen dozen thermometers, 
lie said ho bought them last sum- 
mer while they were high and that 
there had been such a decline iu the 
stock that he would have to give 
them to Ida friends to got rid of 
them. 

Col. C. M. Brown said ho didn't 
boliovo a word or the rei»orL He 
was satisfied that it was a campaigu 
lio started by tho Domocratlc Baloon- 
men to dereat him for Circuit Clerk. 

Col. A. D. Kodgcrs said thero had 
bjen a slight change in the weather, 
but It was more perceptible from tho 
fact that it rollowed, a spell of mild

Col. A. W. Pyle said ho had heard 
that the thermometer was 13 miles 
below Cairo, but ho didn't beliove it 
was ovcrU'y'. 

Col. Harvey llroathitt was afraid 
tho report would ruin the trade in 
marriage licenses, as it would cause 
a coldness to como botween young 
people who contemplated marrying. 

Col. A. L. Wilson said tho weather 
was cold enough to frcczo tho cars 
oil' a brass monkey and offered to 
provo his assertion by a dozeu men, 
if anybody doubted It.

Ho was on his way to tho depot, 
having been called homo to help 
thaw it out.

LOUISVILLE, JAN. 2, 1886. 

This week, in tlio absence of auc- 
tion sales, has in general appeared 
quiet, but it is evident that much 
private, business has been transacted 
as many houses wero called on to 
sample lots which, it is known has 
resulted iu cousidcrablo business i i 
a quiet, yet satisfactory manner, ami 
at good prices. Most or all so sam- 
pled aud sold was dark tobaccos, 
from common to medium grades of 
new, inter-spriuklcd with considera- 
ble lots of old, of tlio samo types, 
which will no doubt run the sales for 
the year something over 127,000 lihilf, 
an amount sutlicicnt for Louisville, 
and all Kentucky to bo proud of, as 
the bauncr tobacco State and mar- 
ket of the whole world. 

We predict the coming year an un- 
usual activity to tlio tobacco traTle of 
Louisville as also all other industries 
in which the city is interested, inter- 
weaving one with the other, unusual 
prosperity, not only in tobacco, but 
in all lines of the city's commerce. 
To the old year and all its cares we 
Bay good-bye. Hoping the New to 
be a happy one to all of you. Wc 
recapitulate last week's amount of 
sales for the year, and make no alter- 
nations iu our quotation.— Farmer's 
Home Journal.

SENATORIAL 8NUFF-TAKEH8. 

A small black enameled box is se- 
curely fastened in a pantiel on each 
side ot the President pro tempore of 
the Senate, and an inquisitive Post 
reporter constituted himself a com- 
mittee of inquiry about the matter. 
Ho found that each box contained a 
fine quality of -null", subsequently 
ascertained to be imported from Co- 
penhagen and costing $1 per pound. 
These snull' boxes are relics of anti- 
quity, and have been in the Senate 
Chambers as far as the memory of 
the oldest employee can recall. Mod 
em progress has relegated snuff-tak- 
ing to a few senior Senators, and 
they arc not very numerous either. 
In fact, only about live of the Sena- 
tors can be called inveterate snuff- 
takers, and Senator AVilsou, the suc- 
cessor of ex-Governor Groome, of 
Maryland, is probably the most con 
spicuous frequenter of the snuff-box 
locality.

His plan K to break off 
a small portion of the cigar and then 
pulverize it between his hands, and 
the powder thus made is sniffed up 
iiis nose willi evident satisfaction.

Cyclone Insurance. 

[Peck's Sun.] 
Thero is a case coming up in the 
courts before long that will attract 
wide-spread attention. Tlio torna- 
does and cyclones of tho past few 
years. were tlio means of establishing 
tornado insurance companies, and 
thousands of farmers and others all 
over the AVcst have their barns, grain 
and stock insured against wind. The 
polices aro mado to read that tho in- 
surance companies are liablo for 
damages to anything insured, by the 
action of wind iu any form. There 
hare been few cyclones since the in- 
surance companies were formed, and 
they have coined money. But a new 
danger has arisen. A farmer in 
Wisconsin, who had his stock, grain, 
etc., in tired iii a cyclone company, 
reeeutly lost a valuable horse from 
colic, and he applied to the company 
for a check for tho price of the horse. 
Tho a'jent of the company laughed at 
the farmer, and told him tho compa- 
ny wouldn't pay any such claim, that 
ail they insured' property against was 
tho action cf tho elements, such as 
violent wind. Tlio farmer said that 
tho horse died from the action of the 
elements, violent wind, iu Its most 
violent form, and that ho would hire 
a lawyer and suo the company If the 
price of tho liorso was not forthcom- 
ing. The agent laid the matter be- 
fore tho president of the company, 
who turned pale, and called a coun- 
cil of the board of directors, and laid 
the case before them. Tho directors 
were divided on tho subject of pay- 
ing tho loss, some being in favor of 
paying at once, and bribing the far- 
mer not to . say anything about it, 
but others kicked. They said it would 
be e stablishing a precedent that would 
ruin t lie company, lhat every farmer 
who lost a liorso would claim that 
the liorso died from cyclone on the 
stomach, and that there wouldn't be 
money enough coming in for renewal 
of policies to make a first payment. 
The policies are all made out for a 
long term, and all the horses and cat- 
tle owned by farmers in tho Wost 
would dio before the policies run out, 
and the colic would ruin them. The 
president said be felt that the farmer 
iiad lite company where the hair was 
short, but he did not believe he would 
follow the case through all the courts 
and they could heat him in the end 
by making it tin expensive, and he 
advocated the idea of letting the man 
sue the company. He said a rich in- 
surance company could hire detect- 
ives and veterinary surgeous to make 
a case against the farmer. They could 
provo that the liorso died of some- 
thing besides colic, and if that failed, 
with a good cyclone lawyer, one of 
tho windy orators, they could con- 
vince any judge that colic in a horse 
did not come under the head of cy- 
clone insurance. Oneof the directors 
said that might bo all right in thecry 
but how were they going to get 
around a jury. He said any jury 
that could be empaneled in the coun- 
try would be more than half farmers, 
and all the cyclone lawyers iu Chris- 
tendom couldn't prevent them from 
bringing in a verdict for tho farmer, 
Almost any farmer has lost a horse 
with colic,at some time, and he knows 
that tho horse had wind on his 
stomach, aud "wind" and "cyclone"' 
mean the same thing. Besides, he 
said that half the judges depend upon 
farmers for their election, and they 
would bo slow to antagonize the great 
farming interest by deciding that a 
horse that died of colic did not come 
under the head of a cyclone loss. He 
was in favor of paying tho money. 
Tho president said ho had thought of 
all that. He had not much confidence 
iu juries and country judges, and ex- 
pected to be beaten iu the lower courts 
but when he came to the Supreme 
court he knew where he was. He felt 
that the Supreme bench was occupied 
by men who could rise above a case 
of horse colic, and that there would 
be no shenancgan there. The Su- 
preme court would reverse any deci- 
sion against the company. The kick- 
ing director said ho didn't know 
about that. Tho supreme court was 
composed of human beings, aud they 
were just as liable to think colic was 
a species of cyclone as anybody. He 
knew several members of llieBiipreme 
court, and knew, of his own knowl- 
edge, that some of them had had col- 
ic themselves, and no man who had 
ever had colic could bo convinced that 
colic was not a species of cyclono. 
And, anyway, all the supremo court 
could do was to reserve the decision 
and send the case back to the lower 
court for a new trial, and each trial 
would be the same, with the same 
verdict. They could keep tho case 
going back and forth bctwoen the low- 
er courts and the supreme court for a 
series ot years, but cyclone lawyers 
coino high, and it would cost more 
than all the horses in Wisconsin were 
worth to pay lawyers. Statistics 
Bhowed that only ono horse in tweu- 
ty died of colic, anyway, and ho be- 
lieved the best way was to settle. 
The president said it was not the 
amount of money claimed by the 
policy holder that he thought of, hut 
the principle of the thing, and the 
precedent that would bo established 
by paying for a liorso that died of 
colic, as a cyclone risk. He said the 
company would be the laughing 
stock of the world. The attorney of 
the company was called in, and the 
case was laid before him. Ho said 
on the faco of it the farmer seemed 
to liavo a clear case, but he couldn't 
give an opinion until he had consult- 
ed certain authorities, and he sent a 
boy tu his library after "Every Man 
his own Horse Doctor," aud "The 
Signal Service Reports on Trade 
AVinds." Tho board of directors de- 
cided to adjourn until tho attorney 
had consulted the authorities, so 
nothing will bo done except to bury 
the horse, until the returns are 
in all. The Sun looks upon this as a 
testcasc, and will keep watch of it. 
Our sympathies aro with the farmer, 
however. It is no fun to lose a horse 
that way, when you have an acci- 
dent policy that seems to cover tho 
case. 

Thoro are many persons who do 
not stop to think that space in the 
columns of a newspaper or journal is 
a commodity, for sale as any other 
article of merchandise, and that the 
publisher, like the merchant, makes 
iiis living by selling at a profit, cith- 
er to the subscriber to the paper iu 
tho shape of reading matter, or to 
the advertiser who buys so much 
spaco for his individual use. It 
would be regarded as the very quin- 
tessence of what is commonly called 
"cheek" for a man to go into a store 
and ask the proprietor to give him a 
bag of flour or any other article with- 
out pay. yet this same thing is dono 
with impunity to tho publisher of a 
now6paper.

Bicttat, the French an- 
atomist, whom Buckle adjudges to 
have been the greatest intellect the 
world had seen after Aristotle, was 
only 31 u hen a fever, contracted bv 
intense and persevering application 
in a dissecting-room, cut short his ca 
rcer. And Buckle himself, than whom 
no writer of the nineteenth century 
had a more comprehensive mind died 
at 41. Charles Oickens had written 
"Pickwick," Oliver Twist" and Nich 
olas Nicklcby" before he had finished 
his twenly-Beventh year, which three 
books would have placed him in the 
Brat rank of English novelists. Schu- 
bert, whose position among the great 
musioal composers is secure, was 31 
at his death, and the case of Thomas 
Chatlcrton, the young English poet of 
the last century, and his unfortunate 
end at the age of 18, are familiar to 
all. Marlowe, who had he lived, 
would have rivaled the great Sliake- 
spearo himself only reached 30, and 
Napoloon was only 31 when Austcr- 
litz was fought. Of course the case 
of William Pitt, who was Chancellor 
of the British Exchequer at 23, and 
Prime Minister at 25, will rise to ey 
ery reader's mind.
